June 1.—The: French chil- 
dren found in the villages of Northern 


France evacuated by the Germans tn-.

shattered and broken by months of shell 
fire. 

Many of these children are orphans 
without home or relatives. Many have 
been grievously wounded. Most of then 
suffer from a peculiar species of shell 
shock which afflicts them generally with 
a sert of temor not unlike St. Vitus 
dance. 

They have had life and death, hor- 
tors human and inhuman, revealed to 
them in guises so terrible that many 
will never be quite normal again. All 
are underfed and frail from confinement 
in cellars, Cut off suddenly from rela- 
tives and friends, perhaps two years 
ago, they have continued to live within 
a few hundred yards of the front lines,

FOOD SITUATION BETTER 


Hungarians Have Strongest Dis- 
position for Peace—Feel Coun- 
try Is No Longer in Danger. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and ghe New York World. 
AMSTERDAM, June 17, via London, 


June 19.—A special correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, who has returned from 
an extensive trip through Germany and 
Austria, going as far south as Trieste, 
gained the impression ‘that the allies 
should not hope to conquer the enemy 
by starvation. The scarcity of food is 
much less than a short time ago, be- 
Cause vegetables are plentiful ‘in the 
central empires. 

The correspondent was with the Aus- 


trian troops on the Isonzo front, They 
lacked nothing of food. In the Carso 
region only water was needed. 

In Vienna the correspondent stood in 
crowds lined before the Market Hall, 
the milk and butcher shops. / Nowhere 
did he hear anyone express a desire for 
peace. They complained, rather serious- 
ly, about the lack of sugar, of soap, of 
the small ‘bread. ration. But. they said, 
in effect, rather seriously: “This has 
been going on for three years; why not 
for two years more?’ 


Bitter Toward Italy. . 
The correspondent discussed the pas- 
sibility of a separate peace between 
Austria and the allies. He talked of 
this possibility with Generals, soldiers, 
politicians, laborers and market women. 
All ridiculed the idea. They displayed 
the gréatest animosity toward Italy. All 
said a separats peace would make it im- 
possible to treat Italy as she deserves. 
On the other hand, many condemn the 
' of the Pan-Gernans, which might 
délay pence longer than necessary, but 
are-convineed the German Government 
is able to cope with the loud-screamings 
Réventilow’s “bunk.” 


In Germany the spirit is not so high. 
Apparently there is some disappointment 
about the results of the submarine war. 
But there, also, all classes aré con- 
vinced that since the central Powers de. 
clared their readiness to talk ‘peace, 
only one policy ts possible—that of keep- 
ing on. 

Some of the people think a separate 
peace with Russia is possible, but mili- 
tary mén tn Germany and Austria are 
convinced such. a peace is impossible; | 
that it will be blocked by Anjierica: and 
England. Local offensives from the 
Russian side are almost generally ex- 
pected, but no general movement of 
wide eeercenee is looked for, 

As the feeling toward America, 
great’ bitterness is found everywhere 
against President Wilson, but not 
against the nation. 


Gay Crowd at Austrian Derby. 
‘In Vienna last Sunday the Austrian 
Derby, a famous race, brought together 
a gay crowd. If it were not for the 
short bread ration and the lack of 
sugar, which goes to the army, the for- 
eigner would not get the impreésion that 
he is in a warring country, ; 
Berlin is much quieter now than be- 
fore the war, but several provincial Ger- 
man towns have the same physiognomy 
as in 1914. Ih Hanover, for instance, 
where there is tremendous traffic to and 
from the west front, permission to travel 
is the only sign of war. Eatables are 
expensive, but as wages are high this is 
not felt so badly as in normal times. 


Wheat and corn promise a good pro- 
duction, oats a good medium crop. Bar- 
ley and oats are disappointing. Con- 
valescent German soldiers and Russian 
prisoners have cultivated a tremendous 
area, which extends to right behind the 
fighting front. Numerdus cattle, thanks 
to great amounts of green, are in much 
better condition now than some weeks 
ago. The only really serious problem ts 
that of eatable greases, butter being 
acgrce and oils almost lacking. Fat pigs 
are rare, therefore the form of food 
most eaten is soup. 


Austrian and Hungarian soldiers be- 
tray no war weariness, which might be 
shown if they had to fight the Russians.

The Vossische Zeitung correspondent 
says the position of the Poles is suffi- 
cient to turn the scale against the Gov- 
ernment, since the rest of the Slav bloc 
already is in strong opposition. The 
Poles indicated the seriousness of their 
intentions by a decision to vote against 
the budget, being the first .Parliamen- 
tary group in any belligerent country, 
aside from a handful of extreme Social- 
ists, to refuse to vote a war credit. 

The insistence of Premier Clam-Mar- 
tinic Saturday that the Peles should im- 
mediately show their colors is described 
as being due to the initiative of Count 
Czernin, who is unable to carry on the 
foreign policy of the Government while 
the uncertainty regarding the attitude of 
the Parliament continues. 

The Polish aspirations, as recently in- } 
dicated, aim at practically an indepen- 
dent kingdom, openly on an anti-German 
basis, and have evoked marked dis- 
pleasure in Germany, even the Colognes 
Gazette rebuking the Poles sharply..

Hoover cited the canning trade as an 
example where the entire output of veg- 
etables and fish for 1917 has been dis- 
posed of already, before it has even 
reached the canners. He predicted fur- 
ther high prices. Thousands of men, he 
said, who heretofore have never owned 
a dollar’s worth of foodstuff, are now 
speculating in necessities. 

“The average prices to the consumers 
in countries where food administration ‘s 
now tn effect are lower than those in 
the United States,"" he said. 

“In England the price if bread is even 
2% per cent below the prices we pay. I 
believe that unless some administration 
of our food ia taken we will look back 
at these prices as being moderate.” 

Hoover denied that the bill established 
a food dictatorship. He characterized. 
the purposes of food administration as 
to mobilize the people in order to carry 
out the advice given them by the Gov- 
ernment officials and to decentralize the 
functions of the administration in order 
to centralize the functions of the food 
administration into the various states. 

A commission to take charge of pro- 
duction and distribution of flour, sugar | 
and possibly a few other principal com- 
modities, Hoover said, is being com- 
puted. 

Aim to Stabilize Prices. 

“Provisions for the Government to buy 
and sell commodities will be necessary 
for use only as to a. very few prime 
commodities,”’ he said. ‘‘The aim ig to 
stabilize prices and thus eliminate spec- 
ulation.

If we do not do this, wheat 
prices may relapse on account of our 
not being able to store and carry it, wita 
speculators securing the sole benefit and 
farmers bearing the loss."’ ,

WASHINGTON, June i19.—The Mis- 
souri House delegation will vote prac- 
tically to a man in favor of the Lever 
food control bill, taken up by the House 
yesterday. Senator Reed's bitter attack 
in the Senate upon the measure and his 
ecathing arraignment of Herbert C. 
Hoover, food director, are not approved 
by the House members who, as a rule, 
have received numerous letters from 
farmers, organized labor, commercial! 
bodies and other business interests urg- 
ing food control legislation. 

While all the Missouri members re- 
garcdless of politics do not take direct is- 
sue with the junior Senator from their 
State, most of them think his attack 
was unwarranted. Speaker Champ 
Clark will support food control. The 
speech of Senator Reed has caused sur- 
prise throughout Missouri, according to 
information Congressmen have received 
from home. 

Speaker Clark declined to comment 
upon the Reed speech. Representatives 
Shackleford and Russell are out of the 
city. 

Statements by Other Members. 

Statements obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent from other Repre- 
sentatives follows: 

Representative Romjue: “‘As I now see 
it, I shall support the bill. I earnestly 
favor some plan to reach the speculator 
who is manipulating the prices to the 
detriment of the consumer.’’ 

Representative Rucker: “I do not in- 
tend to take issue with Senator Reed, 
but I am earnestly in favor of food con- 
trol and shall support the Lever bill.’’ 

Representative Alexander: I have not 
studied the bill critically, but I favor 
food control and a bill to that end. 

Representative Booher: I am for the 
bill. It is a war measure and is in ef- 
fect only during the war. It was 
amended in some places, as may be ex- 
pected. I favor the bill as a war meas- 
ure, 

Representative Borland: I am for the 
bill. 

Representative Dickinson: I see no rea- 
son for not supporting the bill. I favor 
food control, and especially some plan 
to reach speculators who are cornering 
the markets and controlling prices. 


Representative Hamlin: My positior. 
on the question of food control is that 
in time of war there are two things 
essential, that which sustains the peop'e 
fighting an enemy and that which de- 
stroys the enemy.

Meeker Undecided. 

Representative Meeker: ‘It is a very 
remarkable bill to say the least. I am 
not prepared as yet to say whether I 
shall support it, though. I have read it 
twice. The people have an impression 
that it only regulates jobbers and cer- 
tain large interests that control food, 
und do not know that it takes charge of 
the home and the food supply therein; 
takes, for instance, eggs. If the cold 
storage people are not permitted to store 
ergs this summer we will Wave none 
next fall. This is only one instance of 
ithe importance of proper legislation.” 


Representative Igoe: I fg@vor a radi- 
cal and far-reaching measure, perhaps 
more so than the Lever bill.

STREET FOOD ‘STANDS’. 
ADVOCATED BY WOMEN 


Aldermanic Committee  An- 
nounces at Hearing That It 
Opposes Bill. 


Women and others who are advocating 
the passage of a bill to permit farmers 
and producers of foodstuffs to sell their 
products directly to consumers, were in- 
formed by Chairman Wyrick of the 


aldermanic Legislation Committee which 
conducted a public hearing on the meas- 
ure, yesterday afternoon, that he and 
his associates opposed its adoption be- 
cause they wanted to prevent competi- 
tion with St. Louis merchants who pay 
taxes and support the city. 

Mrs. FE. M. Grossman, representing the 
Women's Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion, provoked a laugh at the commit- 
tee’s expense by a sarcastic criticism of 
the way in which the hearing had been 
conducted. Chairman Wyrick and othor 
members held confidential conversations 
with opponents of the bill. 

“!l understood that this was to be a 
public hearing,’ Mrs. Grossman said 
when her turn came to speak, “but it 
seems more like a private hearing. If 
there are any valid objections to the 
bill I have been unable to hear them." 

Mrs. Grossman said the Government, 
the newspapers and the women of St. 
Louis and elsewhere had done all that 
they could to increase foodstuffs and 
that there was a considerable increase. 
There wasn't too much food in the 
country, she said, and prices are stil! 
too high. She asked that the Dill be 
passed so that “stands” could be estab- 
lished for farmers’ wagons in different 
parts of the city so that the poor could 
purchase their supplies of fruits and 
vegetables as cheaply as possible. 

President Aloe of the board sat with 
the committee. He said the bill would 
be of benefit ta the poor of the tene- 
ment districts, where there was no op- 
portunity .to grow “thrift’’ gardens. 

It was the intention of the women's 
committees, Aloe said, to designate 
stands at the offices of the Provident 
Association, the United Jewish Chari- 
ties and the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety, tf the bill passed, so that the poor 
could take advantage of iow prices for 
fruits and vegetables.

Prosecuting Attorney Paul M. O'Day 
of Springfield and his assiatant, Dan 
Nee, were in conference with Chief of 
Detectives Allender this morning, fol- 
lowing the arrival of the two prisoners 
in St. Louis. Reporters were not per- 
mittea to question Piersol and Adama. 

The purpose of their removal to St. 
Louis, it is believed, is to have them 
questioned by Chief Allender. In Spring- 
field, where Allender is well known 
through his former work as chief spe- 
Cial agent for the Frisco Railroad, there 
has been a feeling that he might succeed 
in getting a statement from the two 
which wovlé solve the mystery of the 
kidnaping and murder. 

Informations Issued. 

Piersol and Adams were charged, in 
informations issued in Springfield yes- 
terday, with the murder of the Keet in- 
fant. The information against Carter 
was issued a week before, and was made 
public when he was supposed to have 
been arrested in Hutchinson. It was 
said at that time, however, that the 
wrong Dick Carter had been arrested. 

The man arrested in Hutchinson today 
admitted that he was the Dick Carter 
named in_the Springfield information, 
but denied that he knew anything of 
the Keet crime. He virtually gave him- 
self up to the police, appearing at the 
Swift packing plant, where he had for- 
merly worked, and asking the foreman, 
who knew him well, for a job. The 
foreman detained him until a policeman 
arrived. Carter said he had been work- 
ing for a, paving company in Welling- 
ton, Kan., since March 21, and had not 
been in Springfield during that time. 

The charge against Carter is based 
on the statement of W. L. Warner of 
Everton, Mo., who said he had seen two 
men in the abandoned Crenshaw house, 
near Springfield, May 31, the day after 
the Keet baby’s disappearance. It was 
in the well near this house that the 
baby’s body was found, June 9. War- 
ner’s description of one of the men 
seemed to point to Carter, who had been 
a resident of Springfield. 

Warner and his brother-in-law, John 
Toothman of Springfield, who was with 
him on a chance visit to the Crenshaw 
house, will be asked to view Carter, it is 
expected. 

Sheriff Repeats Prisoner’s Story. 

Sheriff Webb of Springfield, who 
brought Plersol and Adams here from 
Kansas City, is said to have related, at 
police headquarters, a ‘conversation 
which he had with the prisoners on the 
train. He said Adams repeated his for- 
mer story that he and Piersol had vis- 
Ited-the old Crenshaw house last fall. 
Adams also told of having gone to the 
Keet house on the morning before the 
kidnaping, accompanied by Piersol, on 
the way to a neighbor's house, to deliver 
some disheg from a store. 

Young Adams, according to the 
Sheriff, said he knew nothing about 
the kidnaping, and said he did not 
see why he was held, except as a wit- 
ness. Piersol, according to the-Sher- 
iff, repeated his former story, that he 
had talked with Tuylor Adama, 
Cletus’ father, of a “German plot” to 
kidnap a St. Louis munitions maker, 
whose name he has never given. He 
is said to have admitted to the Sher- 
iff that he went to the Crenshaw 
place with Cletus Adams, last August. 
He had previously said that he had 
not been there for five years. Pier- 
sol-insisted that he knew nothing of 
the Keet kidnaping. 

Were Given “Third Degree.” 

Piersol and Adams had been in jail at 
Independence, near Kansas City, fo- 
eight days, following their ‘third de- 
gree” questioning Saturday night, June 
9, by a citizens’ committee from Spring 
field, which overtook Sheriff Webb and 
his deputies at Stockton, Cedar County, 
as he was trying to get the prisoners to 
some place of safekeeping. He had left 
Springfield with them soon after the 
finding of the body of the Keet baby, 
who had been missing for 10 days. : 

The Citizens’ Committee included for- 
mer Mayor Culler of Springfield, Fran 
Fellows and Alva Milligan, leading 
business men; and a number of phys!i- 
cians and other professional men. The 
prisoners were taken from the Sheriff 
under a promise that they would be 
questioned and returned. They were 
then told that they were about to be 
hanged, and were urged to make con- 
fessions. Neither would tell anything 
about the Keet case, although Piersoi 
was hung by the neck and lifted from 
the ground three times. 

Four Others Are Held. 

After Plersol and Adams were re- 
turned to the sheriff, they were taken 
to Kansas City, while four other sus- 
pects, whom the Springfield committe: 
had ignored, were left in the Stockton 
jail. These suspects are Adams’ father, 
Taylor Adams: his mother; a younger 
brother, Maxte Adams; and Sam McGin-

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SEPARATE PEACE | 


IMPOSSIBLE, SAYS 
RUSSIAN MINISTER 


Agreement With Germany 
Would Mean War With Allies, 
Tseretelli Declares. 


URGES AN OFFENSIVE 


Declares Inaciivity at Front Is 
Not Consolidating, but En- 
feeblng Revolution. 


PETROGRAD, June 19.—The desire to 
align Russia's internal program with 
that of her allies as quickly as possible 
Was expressed at Sunday's session of the 
Pan-Russian Congress of all Councils 
of Workmen's and Soldiers’ Deputies by 
M. Tseretelli, Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, who coupled this expression with 
sharp repudiation of any idea of a sepa- 
rate peace for Russia. 

‘*We desire to hasten the conclusion of 
a new treaty in which the principles 
proclaimed by the Russian democracy 
will be recognized as the basis of the 
international policy of the allies,” said 
M. Tseretelli in his address. ‘‘Let us 
employ all possible means to the end 
that our program may agree with that 
of all the allied Governments so as to 
avoid a rupture with our allies. 

“The worst result of our struggle for 
universal peace would be a separate 
peace with Germany, which would de- 
stroy the results of the Russian revolu- 
tion. A separate peace is, in fact, im- 
possible. It would bring Russia into a 
new war on the side of the German 
coalition, and would mean leaving one 
coalition only to enter into another.” 

After speaking in support of the work 
of Minister of War Kerensky, he urged 
renewed activity by the army. 

“When the country finds itself men- 
aced by an attack from without,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘it is the duty of the revolu- 
tionary army to be ready, of its own 
accord, to advance. The inactivity on 
our front has not consolidated the revo- 
lution, but on the contrary has enfeeblei 
eg 

Nokolai Lenine, the Socialist radical, 
delivered a long harangue against the 
Cabinet, its acts and its attitude, espe- 
cially regarding the war, and against 
Minister Kerensky’s appeal for an of- 
fensive, which-he characterized as trea- 
son to the interests of international so- 
clalism. 

Kerensky in repliyng said the fratern- 
ization with the enemy which Lenine 
advocated was quite after the heart of 
the German general staff. 

‘‘We must prove to the internationale,”’ 
said the War Minister, ‘‘that we are not 
a negligible quantity.’’ Kerensky gave 
an account of his visit to the front and 
the favorable impression which he said 
he had brought back with him. 


Albert Thomas Says Russian Situation 
Has Improved Noticeably. 
STOCKHOLM, June 19.—The situation 
in Russia, though still precarious, has 
improved noticeably in the last two 
months; says Albert Thomas, French 
Minister of Munitions, who with other 
entente representatives of labor inter- 
ests has heen on a mission to Petro- 
grad. The country’s leadership is no 
longer dual’ in such great measure and 
the Government's power and influence 
has increased, he found. The greatest 
danger to the Government, he said, lay 
in the German propaganda, which was 

active and extensive. 

The French Minister characterized as 
absurd the recent report that British 
diplomatic and consular officers had left 
Russia.

At Annapolis they have undergone 
four years of what is perhaps the stiff- 
est mental and physical training to be 
had in the United States, if not inthe 
world. I know of what I write. ‘Sink 
or swim” is the motto of Annapolis, 
and only the strongest swim. Only the 
strongest are chosen, in the first place. 

I am not engaged in such a grave 
season as the present in flinging about 
beuquets; but it is a pleasure as well as 
a duty to praise where praise is due. 
If since the Civil War the navy has

Whisky Tax for Year Closing 
$178,000,000; Beer, $94,000,- 
000; Tobacco, $100,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—High tide 
of whisky and beer revenue receipts in 
the United States has been reached dur- 


ing the fiscal year now closing. The 
cigarette smokers of the nation, figures 
show, have smoked more than ever be- 
fore. 

Ordinary internal revenue receipts, 
composed chiefly of taxes on whisky, 
beer and tobacco, have been $424,327,463 
so far this year, compared with $365,126, - 
b44 last year. Gauged by revenue re- 
ceipts, the present year probably will be 
the banner year of the liquor traffic. 

Revenue collected on whisky thus far 
in the fiscal year approximates $178,000,- 
000, a record for a year, although the 
current fiscal year is still short 11 days.

Declares Attitude Is ag Unjust as 
Individual Grudge Between Men 
Whose Grandfathers Fought. 
OYSTER BAY, N. Y., June 19.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, in an address here 
last night in behalf of the Red Cross, 
denounced the sentiment abroad in the 
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United States against “fighting En- 
gland’s war.”’ 

“Any man who hates England more 
than he loves the United States should 
be thrown from the country,” he sald. 

The Colonel demanded that Americans 
curtail their pleasure for the period of 
the war and instead give the money 
they might use in such frivolities to the 
Red Cross or other relief work. 

‘‘We will get victory this time because 
of our farsighted allies,’’ said the Colo- 
nel. “‘SSome future time, if we are not 
ready, we will go down in unpitied dis- 
aster. ; 

“An unfriendly attitude against En- 
gland is as base and unjust as would be 
an individual grudge between two men 
because their great grandfathers fought. 
The sentiment is that of a traitor.” 

Col. Roosevelt referred to the murder 
of Ruth Cruger, a New York high school 
girl, and pointing to the girls and wom-

that date. One set of plans and speci- 
fications after another has been drawn 
up and thrown away, and none has been 
definitely selected. 

Originally the plan was to construct 
one-story or bungalow barracks, about 
2000 to each camp. A change was made 
to two-story buildings with some one- 
story structures. Later there was talk 
again of having all one-story buildings. 

Last week a decision apparently 
Was reached to have all two-story 
barracks, but the specifications were 
not formally promulgate¢. A report 
is current that the Medical Depart- 
ment of the army held the final speci- 
fications provided for unsanitary 
buildings. So the cantonment ques- 
tion appears to be up in the air again. 

Just who is responsible for the 
many changes and delays is difficult 
to say. Nominally Col, Isaac W. Lit- 
tle of the quartermaster “corps, who 
has been building army barracks and 
quarters for many years, is in charge 
of the work. However, he falls far 
short of having a free hand. A com- 
mittee of experts, known as the Com- 
mittee on Emergency Construction 
and Engineering Works, of the Ad- 
visory Commission of the Ceuncil of 
National Defense, Was appointed to 
assist in the work. This committee 
in turn has called in numerous emi- 
nent architects, | engineers, Water sup- 
ply spectalists. city planners and 
others. William A. Starrett of the 
architectural firm of Starrett & Van 
Vieck, is chairman of this committee.

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AMBULANCE DRIVERS 


~s . . . 
American Chief Physician in 
France Would Release Men for 

Army; Plans for Flying Field. 


AVORD AVIATION SCHOOL; France, 
June 19.—Dr. Edmund Gros, American 
physician in charge of American ambu- 
lance drivers and american aviators, in 
a speech before French officers at the 
world’s largest aviation training school 
here, said: 

“Since the United States is now en- 
gaged in France in fighting Germany, J 
am violently opposed to American 
youths coming to France to act as aim- 
bulance drivers. Their duty is with the 
Americans shouldering a rifle. Ameri- 
can women are capable of driving am- 
bulances here, and we can get all we 
need to replace the young men now driv- 
ing. 

“Refore America entered the war the 
voluntary enlistment of younng Ameri- 
cans as ambulance drivers was patriotic 
and commendable, but now that we are 
fighting too, the place for young men is 
in the army—either as infantrymen, ar- 
tillery men or aviators. Let the older 
Americans—those beyond the age limit 
—and the women run the ambulances. 
Women can drive automobiles as well as 
men, and they are anxious fo come to 
France and do it.’’ 

Would Take Over Avord Plant. 

Dr. Gros told of a project, whieh he 
intimated the French authorities fav- 
ored, for the United States to take ove: 
from the French Government some plant 
—that at Avord, the largest in the world, 
for example—where, co-operating with 
the French officers now here, America 
can turn out pilots by the hundreds. All 
the Americans here learning to fly re- 
ceive a preliminary course at Avord, 
finishing up at Pau. 

“When you inspect the Avord scho#), 
see ity enormous size, and then realize 
that only about 1000 aeroplanes are here, 
you realize how ridiculous it is for the 
people of America to talk- about 40,000 
or 100,000 pilots being turned out within 
a short time,’ Dr. Gros said. .‘“‘It would 
probably take at least three vears to 
organize and perfect a school like that 
at Avord in the United States, and that 
would be three years wasted, at a time 
when time is extremely precious. 

“With three men Hke Commandant 
Girod, who has done more for aviation 
in tire war than-any other man, Capt. 
Max Boucher, the celebrated bombarding 
pilot, and Capt. Gaitlat, who made a won- 
derful flying record before he was 
wounded, the United States army avia- 
tion officials could take over this school 
and continue to train American pilots 
on a larger scale, and do the work better 
than is possible in America. 

Many Machines for Practice. 

“Another thing. Here in France there 
are many practice aeroplanes for begin- 
ners and pupils—obsolete machines and 
aeroplanes battered at the front. We 
haven't 1000 machines like that for be- 
ginners to experiment with in America. 

“Among the 10,000,000 Americans reg- 
istered for the American army only §00,- 
000 will be taken now. Let America ob- 
tain a wonderfully fine, big school like 
this and let the youths come here and 
fly. We need all the pilots we can get, 
ag air superiority over the Germans be.- 
comes more marked, so is victory has- 
tened.,’’ 


AGITATION IN JAPAN OVER 
U. 5. NOTE TO CHINA SUBSIDES 


Foreign Office Explains ‘That Policy 


of Nontnterference Will Be 
Adhered to in Tokio. 
TOKIO, Sunday, June 17.—In ex- 


plaining to leading members df Parlia- 
ment the action of the United States 
in dispatching a note to China re- 
garding the restoration of domestic 
tranquility, Viscount Motono, the For- 
eign Minister, said today that the 
United States had consulted Japan 
June 6, suggesting identical represen- 
tations be made to China. 

Japan deemed it proper to consult 
her allies before responding. The 
Foreign Minister understood Great 
Britain took the same view as Japan, 
namely that it was undesirable to 
make representations which might 
prove to be untimely. The attitude 
of France, the Foreign Minister said, 
probably was the same as that of 
Great Britain. Japan, therefore, de- 
cided to adhere to the policy of non- 
interference. 

The above summary was furnished 
to the Associated Press by an official 
of the Foreign Office. Japan's reply 
to the United States probably will be 
in this tenor. Agitation over the ac- 
tion of the United States has subsided.

F you have not begun to free your 
garden crops of the weed enemies 
that are probably attacking them 
aow, you should lose no time in begin- 
ning your campaign.

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HE enlistment of women as yeo- 

T men in the United States navy 
has been remarked upon as a new 

departure for the sex. But as a matter 
of fact, they are merely following in 
the footsteps of Miss Louise Baker, a 
Massachusetts girl who saw service in 
three of the hottest sea fights that 
took plac@ during the War of 1812-1515 
with Great Britain. Unlike the giris of 
today, Miss Baker did not enlist in her 
proper person. She assumed the hame 
of George Brown, put on the uniform 
of a marine and spent three years upon 
that famous man-of-war, the Constitu- 
tion. There is undisputable procf of her 
achievements, which rank with the fin- 
est of an heroic age, when America: 
prowess at sea threatencd ail the mari- 
time prestige that England had gained 
in several centuries. 
After the war Miss Baker was honor- 
ably discharged, and later was married 
to a prosperous Massachusetts merchant. 
She became the mother of a large fam- 
ily and lived to write of her days afloat 
in a most interesting biography. Many 
men of that time wore their hair long, 
tying it behind the head in a kind of 
cue. This practice made it easier for 
the girl to disguise hereelf. 
Miss Baker was 2 years of age when 
she went to sea, enlisting in the good 
city of Boston. 
“Having provided everything necessary 
for my entrance in a new character on 
the stage of life,” she records, “I seized 
upon a favorable opportunity, early one 
morning, to equip myself therefor. Be- 
ing garbed completely in a sailor's suit, 
I quit, unnoticed, my lodgings and 
passed into the public street. 

“From my awkward appearance in 
attempting to assume the character of 
a male, I was not without my fears that 
I would be suspected; nor were my ap- 
prehensions relieved until, passing 
through Court street, when I ventured 
to accost a woman I met, who, an- 
swering with a prompt ‘Yes, _ sir, 
strengthened my confidence that I would 
pass for a male. I bent my course to-

ward the old market, where, entering a 
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victualling cellar, I precured breakfast 


The remainder of the day I spent ram- 
sling about the town. Next morning, 
passing through Fish street. I entered 
a house where there was a public ren- 
dezvous for the enlistment of men to 
go aboard one of the United States 
frigatea then lying on the harbor and 
shortly bound on a cruise.” 

This was the 44-gun ship Constitution, 
to which Miss Baker was assigned as 4 
marine. 

It was Aug. 2 1812, that the frigate 
sailed from Boston. Miss Baker con- 
fessed to being slightly fl! at Gret, but 
17] days later she took part in the cap- 
ture of the British ship Guerriere. This 
was one of the most spectacular engage- 
ments of the whole struggle. Through- 
out the battle Miss Baker was stationed 
in a fighting top with a half dozen ma- 
rines. It was their special task to pick 
off British sailors on the deck of the 
Guerriere. rv 

“] was busily employed tn the top ply- 
ing my faithful musket with the best 
success whenever the smoke would per- 
mit me to see a bluejacket of the ene- 
my.’ she notes. “In the heat of the 
action a grapeshot struck and splin- 
tered the butt of my musket. It was 
noticed by one of my comrades who 
stood a few feet away from me, who, 
patting me on the shoulder, exclaimed: 
‘Never mind, George, you have won 
enough laurels to recommend you to the 
pretty girls when you return to port.’” 

In December of that same. eventful 
year the Constitution fought and dap- 
tured the British frigate Java off the 
Brazilian coast. Miss Baker again had 
a hand in the victory, remarking that 
“I discharged my piece 19 times, which, 
as I now had learned to take pretty 
exact aim, must, I think, have done 
some execution.” 

Two more cruises were made by Miss 
Baker on the same good ship. Upon 
the second of these she participated in 
the Constitution’s victory over the Cy- 
ano and Levant. The three vessels met 
near the west coast of Africa, Feb. 3. 
1815. 
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S a measure of economy in the pres- 
A ent period of high prices the Gpv- 
ernment Bureau of Fisheries urges 
housewives, particularly those living 
near streams and lakes or the seashore, 
to preserve fish for home consumption. 


Fish can be bought when they are 
cheap, during times of plenty, and held 
for use in the winter, when prices are 
high. In many cases waste fishes which 
because of prejudice or ignorance are 
not placed on the market, may be 
bought for a low price and sometimes 
obtained from fishermen for the asking. 
Practically all fishes are edible, and pur- 
chasers should not be deterred from 
buying them on account of their unat- 
tractive appearance. Some of the ugliest 
are among the best. 


Here is a good method of canning. 


When using coarse scaled, thick- 
skinned fishes, cut off the fins or make 
an incision on each side of the fin and 
pull it out. Make an incision through 
the skin along the back, another along 
the belly and connect these by a third 
encircling the body just behind the head, 
impale the head on a hook or sharpened 
nail driven through a plank, take hold 
of the skin at the angle of the two in- 
cisions at the back of the head and re- 
move it by pulling toward the tail. 
Thin-skinned fishes, like herring and 
alewives, should be scaled, not skinned. 


Cut off the head, remove the intestines 
and other organs, and take out the back- 
bone by making a cut with a sharp 
knife on each side, inside of the body 
cavity. Wash thoroughly, taking partic- 
ular care to remove the blood along the 
back.

Wages High, People Prosperous. 

An evidence of the prosperity of 
the country, acording to Ray, is the 
fact that the people have more ready 
money than ever before, as a result 
of high wages. Unemployment, he 
says, has entirely disappeared, he de- 
clared, but up to the present, he says, 
there has been no need of calling 
women into the avocations of men as 
a result of enlistment.
